A HISTORY OF NURSING, 

Primarily intended as a text book for 
the use of student nurses, this history of 
nursing is a condensation of the salient 
facts of four large volumes on the same 
subject. Nevertheless, though to a certain 
extent technical in its nature, it is full 
of interest to the layman. The history of 
nursing from the earliest times is clearly 
traced. It existed, indeed, among ancient, 
non-Christian ples, but it was the 
introduction of the Christian religion that 
gave nursing its first great impetus.

Unemployment. 
. The debate on unemployment, which has 
occupied the attention of the House of 
Commons for two days, came to an end 
last night. On Wednesday Mr. Clynes, 
the new Parliamentary chief of the Labour 
Party, moved an amendment to the Address 
in which he deplored the Government's 
omission from its programme of “ legisla- 
tion recognising the right of the genuine 
unemployed to work or adequate mainten- 
ance.” His brief was ip Why. Not 
only did he fail to establish his case, but 
not one of his supporters was able to 
formulate a scheme whereby the problem 
of unemployment might be solved. The 
fact is, of course, that no such scheme is 
possible. A nation cannot be made to 
prosper by an Act of Parliament. 
Mr. Clynes and his friends refuse reso 
lutely to face the facts of the case. They 
demand work or maintenance for the 
million men and women who have been 
left destitute by the depression in trade. 
Mr. Wignall went so far as to say that, 
if work could not be provided, every un- 
employed householder should be given a 
weekly allowance of forty shillings. Now, 
work presupposes wages, which must come 
‘out of somebody’s pocket. The “ State,” 
as such, has no pocket, and, if it employs 
workpeople, they must be paid by the 
taxpayers. Were the Government to- 
morrow to grant Labour's demand, and 
adopt half-a<iozen ‘‘schemes” for the 


| building of new roads, schools, libraries, 


and the like, asubstantial increase in taxes 
would be inevitable. The present. incidence 
of taxation, however, is one of the prin- 
cipal causes of unemployment. High taxes 
mean high production costs, which have 
the effect of killing demand. Where there 
is no demand there can be no work. That 
is an economic axiom, and Labour's re- 
fusal to recognise its truth is one of the 
greatest obstacles in the way of the nation’s 
industrial recovery. 

The Minister of Labour showed that the 
Government had done everything in its 
power. Work on various relief schemes had 
absorbed seventy thousand men. “ Short 
time ’’ in official establishments had enabled 
six thousand of the unemployed to be given 
jobs. Unemployment insurance had been 
raised, with the result that the weekly 
benefit now was eighteen shillings, and 
soon would be increased further to £1. 
The Cabinet, Dr. Macnamara asserted, had 
not failed to foresee the advent of de- 
pression in trade, It began to make its 
preparations last August, when Labour 
was too busily engaged in a noisy clamour 
for higher wages and shorter hours to 
take any thought for the morrow. Its 
efforts were thwarted by Labour's constant 
strikes and threats of strikes and by 
its positive refusal to assist the Govern- 
ment in any way. The classic example of 
Labour’s contumacy, of course, is to be 
found in the building trade. The 
Government proposed last year that 
fifty thousand ex-Service men should be 
admitted into this branch of industry. It 
even offered the corporations concerned £5 
per capita as a sort of training grant, but 
the Bricklayers’ Union would not hear of 
such a thing. Its rules were s ct. 
Consequently, the country is still waiting 
for its houses, and the fifty thousand ex- 
soldiers are still without employment. " 
As Sir Montagu Barlow said in the 
course of the debate, unemployment is a 
world problem for which no individual 
nation can find a solution. Nevertheless, 
every nation, by the wise use of economic 
remedies, can hasten the general recovery 
of industry throughout the globe. Take 
Britain’s case. She produces certain com- 
modities which are better than those pro- 
duced by any other nation. Fer her cotton 
and woollen fabrics, for her linen, for her 
iron, her steel, her leather goods, and, 
above all, for her machinery, the whole 
world is gasping. Unfortunately, the 
people who want to buy all these things 
are unable to satisfy their needs. Britain s 
prices are too high. Consequently, they 
either purchase inferior goods from some 


|do without them altogether. 


other country—such as Germany—or they 
The first 
essential, therefore, to the creation of 
demand is a drop in prices. When the cost 
of production of British goods is lowered 
people will begin to buy them again. A 
start must be made with coal, which is 
the basic raw material of nearly every 
industry. While its price remains at its 
present absurd level—in other words, 
while the miners’ wages are maintained— 
any substantial lowering of costs all ®#und 
will continue to be impossible. Wages 
must fall. The workers in every trade 
must resign themselves to that fact. 
Profits also must follow suit. For many 
years taxation is certain to remain very 
heavy because, however the Government 
may. economise in its spending depart- 
ments, war pensions must be paid and the 
redemption of the National Debt must be 
continued. Yet it can, and must, be re- 
duced toa mnimum. These three things— 
wages, profits, and taxes—determine, 
roughly, the cost of all commodities. At 
present all three are at a mazimum, and 
the world, perhaps, is poorer than ever it 
was before.

The Pledge to Fármers. 


After an undignified struggle the 
Government has yielded to the just de- 
mands of the farmers. Last March the 
Prime Minister became alarmed about the 
serious decline in the acreage devoted to 
the cultivation of wheat. He plunged 
into the problem with his usual im- 
petuosity. He discovered that the farmers 
had a real grievance, and agreed that it 
was unreasonable to expect them to risk 
their capital in an enterprise which might 
not give them a fair margin of profit. 
Having diagnosed the disease, he had no 
difficulty in finding a remedy. The Prime 
Minister gave what plain men regarded 
as a clear and definite pledge. He an- 
nounced in the House of Commons that, 
if two conditions were fulfilled, the price 
of British-grown wheat would be 95s. per 
quarter. The conditions were :—(1) That 
the wheat must be of sound milling 
quality; (2) that the cif. cost of im- 
ported wheat for the previous two months, 
together with the cost of actual and anti- 
cipated arrivals for the current month, 
should furnish an average figure which, | 
in view of the difference in the 
milling quality of home-grown wheat, 
would justify the payment of 95s. to the 
home grower.

Thomas, Secretary to the National Union 
of Railwaymen, brought his demand, in 
constitutional fashion, before Parliament. 
Mr. Bromley, Secretary to the Society of 
Locomotive Engineers and Firemen, re- 
sorted to a threat of “direct action.” Mr. 
Thomas made a considerable impression 
on the House of Commons and got at least 
a half-promise from the Prime Minister. 
Mr. Bromley not merely injured his cause, 
but—as, no doubt, he perceives to-day— 
has made a fool of himself. Mr.’ Lloyd 
George naturaly refused to make any con- 
cession to threats, and now Mr. Bromley’s 
own executive has left him in the lurch. 
Yesterday morning he declared that a rail- 
way strike was almost inevitable. Yesterday 
afternoon his executive, in his absence, 
decided against a strike, and it will not 
take place. Whether the executive was 
out of sympathy with its secretary or 
simply realised that a strike must be a 
failure—the Crewe branch of the union 
had voted against it by twenty to one—the 
decision is a bad blow for Mr. Bromley 
end for the policy of “direct action.” If 
the Government wishes to enforce: fully 
the very useful moral of this incident, it 
will now be anxious to facilitate Mr.

Buperlencetie technical decontrol took place on 
January 25, but, inasmuch as the control of 
flour mills ig still in force, real decontrol had 
not taken piace, and the farmer was cutified 
to secure in its absence the average c.i.f. cost 
of wheat imported during the two previous 
months. The effect of the decision come to 
was that as regards gales the price fixed will 
be based on the two previous months’ cost. and 
millers will be instructed to pay that figure 
for wheat of zound milling quality. For in- 
ferior qualities they will pay pro rata. This 
arrangement will not affect the prices of chicken 
food, etc. As to sales which took place from 
November 6 up to, roughly, the present time, 
where a lower price than 95s. has been paid 
the millers will be instrneted to recoup the 
aifference between the figure paid and 95s. for 
sound milling wheat. For inferior wheat, but 
sll good enough for milling, a pr rata 
difference will be ‘refunded.

“A MISTAKE IN TACTICS.” 

Mr. William Thorne, M.P., a member of the 
Parliamentary Committee of the Trades Union 
Congress, said that he was not at all surprised 
to hear of the decision of the Executive of Mr.

It 
was only mentioned as a figure that should not 
be exceeded. The Royal Commission, in spite 
of this direction, soon realised that if it were 
put into literal operation, the result, would be 
to depress British wheat. Consequently, an 
average of 95s. was authorised to be paid by 
millers. He “iron db the allegation that they 
had tried to evade the pledge of the Prime 
Minister. They had done nothing of the kind. 
Their interpretation had not been in a narrow 
sense, but in a sense most beneficial to the 
farmer, There was no truth whatever in the 
assertion that they had overloaded mills* with 
foreign wheat to such an extent that millers 
could not buy home-grown wheat. There was 
not a word of truth in the suggestion that they 
had forbidden the manufacture af flour from 
home-grown wheat. In so far as they had 
influenced the situation by the mixture 
of imported flour, there was much exaggera- 
tion and a good deal of malice. 
The real fact was that at present Great Britain 
was getting the best and cheapest bread in 
Europe. The rice of wheat had been falling 
steadily everywhere, and circumstances beyor 
the control of the Government had depressed 
the home market. The farmers had been told 
by the Prime Minister, and in the course of a 
day or two a fuller version of thé conversation 
would be publhshed—that where there was any 
doubt on the matter, the benfit of the doubt 
would be given to the farmer, and that he, 
speaking on behalf of the Government, was fully 
prepared to go beyond the legal, and, indeed.

Leemount House is not far from 
Peake, where a battle was fought between 
ambushers and a party of military, as a result 
of which eight men were captured and two 
killed. Five of the prisoners were afterwards 
charged with levying war upon His Majesty. 
Mrs. Lindeay’s late husband was a well-known 
landholder, and a Justice of the Peace and a 
Poor Law Guardian for his district. Mrs. 
Lindsay is deservedly popular with all classes 
and creeds.

POLICE PARTY ATTACKED.

The workman must be 
prepared to share his work when necessary 
with hie less fortunate fellow-worker. (Hear, 
hear.) Mr. Clynes’s amendment demanded the 
right to work, or to adequate maintenance. 
Did. that mean that everybody was to have 
the right to work, or only the right to work 
with the trade unions’ permission. (Loud 
cheers.) While demanding legislation recog- 
nising the right to work, were trade unions 
to have the right to veto? (Cheers.) Take 
what was happening in the building trade. 
That wae the one trade that he knew of where 
there was more work than workers, There 
were 180,000 contracts that had been let, and 
there were not enough workers to go round. 
They could absorb 50,000 more workers in the 
trade. There were able-bodied men who had 
served their country well, and had earned the 
right to work if anybody had—(cheers)—but 
the trade unions which demanded legislation 
recognising the right to work refused per- 
mission to these men to work: Fer trade 
unionists to come to Parliament and ask for 
legislation giving everybody the right to work, 
while at the same time the trade unidng de 
clined to allow ex-Service men to work when 
work was available, was a shame and a 
hypocrisy. (Loud cheers.. The Government 
were putting it to the builders that they should 
insiet on a fair proportion of ex-Service men 
being employed on building works. If the 
building operatives refused to agree, the Go- 
vernment would stand behind the buildere in 
whatever action they took. (Loud cheers.) 
That was in order to carry ont in practical 
‘shion the resolution moved by Mr. Clynes. 
(Cheers.) Another part of the problem’ was 
very important—namely, that of re-establishing 
business and trade. That was discussed at the 
Allied Conference in Paris a fortnight ago. 
Trade might have been re-opened with Russia 
but for the unutterable folly committed by 
the Russians. There was the demand and the 
supply for trade in Europe, but not the ability 
to pay. People wanted machinery and clothes, 
but they could not pay, and the whole difficulty 
was the re-establishment of credit. 
Everybody wanted the Government to take the 
whole risk of finding credit. That was not fair. 
The risk of the Government wae the risk of ‘the 
ae yer. They had provided a fund of 26 
millions to secure credit for European: trade, 
and had seid that they would advance the 
money and pay 80 per cent. of the cost price of 
the articles, leaving the private trader to find 
the other 20 per cent. Co atively small ad- 
vantage had n taken of offer, only five or 
six per cent. at the outside, . 


APPEAL TO THE BANKS. 

They had tried to interest the banks: The 
banks were quite willing to advance money if 
the Government took the abnormal risks. 
That was not fair, end he should feel happier 
if he was quite clear that there was no politics 
in their attitude. It was a very short-sighted 
policy on their part no} to come in, because it 
was as much their iftterest as it wes to 
everybody else to see that trade revived, and 
that the machine, which had got stuck in the 
slush of Europe, should be started again. 

The House divided, and Mr. Clynes’s amend- 
ment was defeated by 262 votes to 84. 

The debate was adjourned, and the House 
rose at 11.5.

LONDON CONFERENCE

A POSSIBLE BOYCOTT. 


We are informed that a Dublin agent for 
several English manufacturers and importers 
has received: the following document, which 
purports to be issued by the Trade Department 
of Dail Eireann :— 

“TO AGENTS SELLING ENGLISH 
PRODUCTS. 


“ In many quarters a feeling has grown up 
that, in view of the reign of outrage and bar- 
barism maintained by the British Government 
in this country, the time has arrived when the 
eople of Ireland should no longer provide 

ngland with a market for her goods, and with 
rofits for her manufacturers and merchants. 
t has been urged upon Dail Eireann that a 
general boycott of English goods should be 
dec’ared at once. Although no decision has yet 
been taken, agents at present selling for Eng 
lish manufacturers would be well advised t 
lose no time in seeking the representation of 
American or Continental houses. Delay may 
mean that in a very short time they will find 
themselves in the position of being utterly un 
able to do business for their present firms, and 
without anything to fall back on. On the othe: 
hand, if they get ready to sell non-Englisi 
goods, the inauguration of a boycott will leave 
them untouched financially, and will enable 
them to assist materially in the nationa: 
struggle.”

THE CORK BURNINGS. 


COMPENSATION CLAIMS. 


THE DESTRUCTION OF THE 
MUNSTER ARCADE. 


EMPLOYES’ TERRIFYING 


EXPERIENCE, 

The hearing of compensation claims arising 
out of the burnings in the City of Cork on the 
night of the 11th-12th December last, was taken 
up by the Recorder at the Borough Sessions 
yesterday. There are in all 692 claims, and they 
are expected to occupy the Court for some 
weeks, 

The first case was that in which Messrs. 
Robertson, Ledlie, and Ferguson, Lid., claimed 
£405,000 for the burning of the Munster Arcade. 

Mr. H. D. Conner, K.C., who, with Mr. George 
Daly, appeared for the applicants, said that the 
occurrence took place on the night of the llth 
December, and continued until far into the 
morning of the 12th, and the evidence that 
would be put forward on behalf of ac ays are 
would show ‘the nature and origin of these 
occurrences, and would satisfy his Honour that 
the destruction took place from a disorderly as- 
gembly, which must have been organised to 
some extent, and which set out, apparently, 
with the object of destroying a great portion of 
the number of premises in the City of Cork. 
The building was in an angle of Patrick siat 
and one of the witnesses who would be cailed, 
named Barry, would tell the Court that on look- 
ing out of a window he saw Grant's premises 
on fire, and a number of persons, who appeared 
to be policemen in uniform, outside it. Gradu- 
ally the parties of uniformed men—witness de- 
scribed them as policemen—converged on the 
Munster Arcade, which lay between the two 
ends of Patrick street. They blew in the front 
windows, and evidently threw in explosives, be- 
cause immediately there were explosions, and 
the front and interior of the place went on 


re. 
DAMAGES ASSESSED. 

With regard to damages, it would cost at 
least £93,549 Ss. ld. to rebuild the premises be- 
tween Patrick street and George’s street, and 
the cabinet factory at the other side of 
George’s street would cost £7,774 5s. 9d. Then 
there was a laundry and shirt factory, held 
under a yearly tenancy, in Robert street, the 
contents of which were valued for £583 9s. 2d. 
That brought the total to £101,907 for these 
premises. = addition, there were interior fit- 
tings and equipment, and as they had got the 
heads of the different departments to prepare 
a detailed list of these, they would have no 
difficulty in satisfying bis Honour as to their 
value. With regard to stocks, every single 
atom was destroyed, but fortunately the books 
were - in a fireproof room, and they were 
saved. The company desired that, not one half- 
penny more than they had lost should be 
awarded. Counsel explained the other losses 
as the loss on trading. 


DESPATCH CLERK’S EVIDENCE. 


Patrick Barry, employed as a d ch clerk 
in the Munster Arcade, stated that he slept on 
the premises. On the night of the fire he 
locked up the domestic part of the house about 
9.30, and there were then on the premises with 
him two apprentices and three women. After 
locking up the premises he was in a room, when 
the housekeeper came down to him, and said 
that there were places on fire in Patrick street. 
He opened the shop for one of the watch- 
men, and placed the other at the window over- 
looking Robert street. He put all the appren- 
vices at the window overlooking Elbow lane, and 
went w the front of the house himself with 
another apprentice named i He then 
saw that Grant's was on fire, and he saw 
police and soldiers, with a lorry, outside the 
be Shortly afterwards an ambulance passed 
own Patrick street. He saw police with rifles 
moving down Patrick street, and. he saw a 
tram on fire near Mangan’s. He saw one police- 
man apparently carrying tins of petrol, and he 
heard a noise, and shutters and glass were 


broken. 
BOMBS AND PETROL. 

Police were moving up and down, following a 
Crossley car, in which were sc’diecrs.. The latter 
shouted “‘ Cheerio” to the police, and the police 
replied by also shouting “‘Cheerio.” He saw a 
“bunch” of police going down Maylor street, 
and immediately after be heard an explosion 
near the domestic portion of Cash’s in Maylor 
street. He saw some girls and men coming out 
of Cash's. He then saw three police pass under- 
neath him, and they started to break glass at 
Burton's, after which he heard a shout, “ The 
Munster Arcade next.” The crowd came under- 
neath the stairs, the shutters were pulled out, 
snd the glass broken. The police then threw a 
xomb into the shop underneath, where witness 
was. He went back and got the rest of the 
amployés together. He then went to the window 
sverlooking Elbow lane, where he saw about 
ven or eleven police. He spoke to theni, and 
told them that there were women in the house. 
An answer was given by an officer, who told 
him to put his hands up. Witness said that he 
nad the keys of the place, and he was ordered 
to come down and open the door. He did so, 
and all the time there were bombs exploding 
im the shop. They were thep all marched ont, 
vovered with revolvers, and placed against a 
zate in Elbow lane. While they were held 
there an officer and a policeman went upstairs 
to the Arcade with petrol. They were there for 
some minutes when witness saw “ 
flame coming from the dining hall. 
they were upstairs other policemen started 
putting masks on. After some time witness's 
party were released, and they went towards 
George’s street, but they were ordered back by 
police, who fired a few rounds at them, but 
witness thought that the shot« were fired in the 
air. They then endeavoured to go towards the 
Victoria Hotel, but were ordered back by a 
party of police there. Then they went, around 
Marlborough street, where all the windows were 
smashed. 

INCIDENTS IN THE STREETS. 

Finbarr McAuliffe, an apprentice, said that 
when he was told by Barry to go to the kitchen 
he heard five or six shote fired through the lock. 
About two minutes after an officer and police 
went upstairs they saw flames coming through 
the windows. When they were released they 
saw parties whom they took to be fugitives, like 
themselves, leaving Robert street, and they 
went in their direction.” They found, however. 
that they were police, who fired a few shots at 
them. There were also uniformed men at the 
Victoria Hotel, who turned them back. 

Further evidence having been given, the 
Recorder reserved judgment.

THE SOUTHERN PARLIAMENT. — 

At a time such as this the Imperial Parlia- 
ment has decided to attempt an experiment in 
Home Rule. What should be the attitude of 
Irish Unionists? Unionists in Northern Ire- 
land, in order to, avoid heing placed under a 
separatist Parliament in Dublin, have under- 
taken to try and work their own Parliament, 
with the object of achieving closer union. They 
can afferd to try, for the constitutional elements 
redominate there. Unionists in Southern Ire- 
and are confronted by different conditions. 
A Parliament is essentially a peaceful institu- 
tion, and, so long as the atmosphere in Southern : 
Ireland continués to resemble that of civil war, 
this Committee consider that it is impossible 
that Southern Ireland can achieve any satis- 
factory form of self-government; and, further, 
that it is by no means certain that any satis- 
factory form of self-government subordinate to 
the Imperial Parliament can ever be established. 
What is likely to happen in the immediate 
future? That a Southern Parliament will be 
elected, and proceed to perform the functions of 
a Parliament, is improbable. It is more likely 
either that no Parliament will be elected, or 
that a Parliament may be elected which will 
refuse to function, or that a Parliament may be | 
elected which will not represent the predominant 
arty, and which would, accordingly, be power- 
ess to govern. Apart, therefore, from any 
question of principle, this Committee are of 
opinion that, under existing conditions, it would 
be futile for Unionists to take part in the 
elections for any Parliament which could come 
into existence in Southern Ireland. This Com- 
mittee are convinced that the logic of events 
will: demonstrate the im ibility of any form 
of government m Southern Ireland short of 
either absolute independence of the Legislative 
Union.

“STRIKE. THE ARCHBISHOP OF DUBLIN 


AND ITS WORK. 


The forty-fourth annual meeting of 
Patrick’s Nurses’ Home for é ing 
Nurses to the Sick Poor was he 
evening at 101 St. Stephen’s Green, 
the Archbishop of Dublin presiding. 
Miss Crozier, the Lady Superintendent, sub- 
mitted the annual report, which reco a 
steady meintenance of the work, although it had 
been a healthy year, and the acute cases were | 
fewer than usual, During the year 1,595 patients | 
were nureed and 23,839 visits paid. The result 
of these cases wag es follows :—1,089 recovered, 
159 died, 221 went to son ange or were other- 
wise removed from the books, and the rest, 124, 
were carried forward to the present year. A 
large proportion of the patients were women 
and. children, the latter offering scope for much 
useful preventive work. This n was done 
by five nurses, one of them on -time duty 
only. During the year four nurses had com- 
pleted training in district nursing, bringing the 
pumber of St. Patrick’s gas LEaN who had 
qualified as Oueen's Jubilee Nurses to the total 
of 202. Four more candidates had entered, and 
were now going through the course. 

Mr. James Andrew, Hon, Treasurer, submitted 
the balance sheet, which was of a satisfactory 
character. 

THE ARCHBISHOP OF DUBLIN. 

The Archbishop, in moving the adoption of 
the report and balance sheet and the re-election 
of the Council, Executive Committee, and 
officers, said that the only change among the 
latter was that Sir James Digges La Touche, 
K.C.8.1., was moved from the Executive Com- 
mittee to the Council, He (the Chairman) was 
very glad to see such a large attendance, for it 
showed what the feelings of the supporters of 
the institution were towards it.

BILL,

INDUSTRIAL COURT’S AWARD. 


The Industrial Court has issued ite award in 
an application made by the Amalgamated 
Union of Shipbuilding, Engimeering, and Con- 
stuctional Workers on behalf of the boiler- 
makers and blacksmiths employed by the Great 
Southern and Western, Midland Great Western, 
Dublin and South-Eastern, and the Cork, Ban- 
don, and South Coast Railwaye for the same 
wages and conditions as the members of the 
union employed by the Great Northern Rail- 
way (Ire . 

The claim originally put forward by the 
union was for an advance of 6d, per hour to 
tradesmen and Sd. per hour to apprentices. 
The companies refused to concede the claim, 
and the men ceased work on 30th August, 1920. 
Work was resumed at the end of January on 
the understanding that an application by the 
union should be referred toVarbitration. The 
claim as now submitted was stated to apply 
only to railway shopmen employed by the com- 
panies concerned in their shops in Dublin, 
. Cork, Waterford, and Limerick. 

The companies submitted evidence to show 
that the rates paid to boilermakers in Dublin 
were higher than those paid to boilermakers by 
the railway companies in England, except in 
London, The companies drew attention to the 
present depressed conditions of industry gene- 
rally, end expressed the view that the present 
was a most inopportune time for the submission 
of applications for ddvances in wages. They 
also drew attention to the fact that, when the 
present Government control of railways 
terminated and the Government guarantee was 
withdrawn, the companies would be faced with 
a loss on working, and stated that if they were 
required to pay higher wages they would be 
compelled to arrange for much of the work now 
done in Ireland to be done in England. 

The Courf decided that the claim for the pay- 
ment of the rates now paid in Belfast and Dun- 
dalk had not been established. The Court con- 
sidered, however, that the pre-war relation be- 
tween the rates of fitters. and boilermakers 
should be restored, and decided that the base 
rate of boilermakers employed in the Dublin 
railway shops should. be increased by 1s. 9d. per 
week.
